Peter Stokes 
leaves behind 
legacy of 
preserved heritage

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
would be a different town 
today without the pas¬ 
sionate efforts of Peter 
Stokes, say those in the 
heritage community. 

The renowned heritage 
architect died at the age 
of 84 in his Port Hope 
home July 31, where he 
lived alone. His wife Ann, 
who devoted her life to 
helping and caring for her 
husband, is in a nursing 
home, suffering from 
Alzheimer’s. They had no 
children. 

Born in England in 
1926, Stokes first came to 
NOTL as a child during 
the Second World War, 
sent here to safety during 
the Second World War as 
one of the "war guests.” 
He stayed with sculptor 
Jacobine Jones, who 
designed the font at St. 
Mark’s and was a well- 
known Canadian artist in 
the 30s and 40s, says Leah 
Wallace, the Town’s senior 


planner. 

Wallace, who came to 
NOTL as a heritage plan¬ 
ner, worked on the town’s 
municipal heritage com¬ 
mittee (formerly the Local 

Conservation Advisory 
Committee) with Stokes, 
who served on the com¬ 
mittee from its early days 
in 1978 until 2003. 

Wallace knew Stokes 
before she came to NOTL, 
from her work as a volun¬ 
teer member of a heritage 
committee in another 
community. From the 
time the Ontario Heritage 
Act was passed in 1975, 
communities across the 
province called on him 
for his expertise, says 
Wallace, and she often 
asked him for help her¬ 
self. 

“He was a mentor to 
me. I have known him a 
long time. If you were 
interested in heritage you 
knew Peter. Over the years 
I asked him for advice 
many times. He taught 
many of us to read build¬ 
ings, and to understand 
what they had originally 
looked like," said Wallace. 

"What he could teach 
people was amazing, and 
what he gave to the com¬ 
munity was also amazing. 
He was a great teacher 
and he was very generous 
with his time." 

Stokes came to NOTL 


in 1961. He had graduated 
from the University of 
Toronto in 1953, and then 
went to work as the resto¬ 
ration architect for Upper 
Canada Village, where he 
stayed until he moved to 
NOTL because of its rich 
built heritage. 

He did the first survey 
of heritage buildings in 
NOTL, work that helped 
in the designation of the 
heritage district, and he 
contributed to the appli¬ 
cation for national heri¬ 
tage designation. 

He authored two books 
on NOTL heritage build¬ 
ings, both of which are 
still used today, and won 
several awards for his 
contributions to heritage 
preservation in NOTL and 
around the province, 
including the 

Architectural 
Conservancy of Ontario’s 
first award ever given out 
for lifetime achieve- 

He was a traditionalist 
when it came to built her¬ 
itage, and passionate in 
his commitment to 
authenticity, says 
Wallace. 

His passion made him 
an outspoken advocate, 
and also led to his even¬ 
tual decision to resign 
from the municipal heri¬ 
tage advisory commit¬ 
tee—the stress of the con¬ 
tinuing battle became too 


much for him. 

"He was so incredibly 
passionate, and extremely 
upset by some of the 
things that were happen¬ 
ing in town,” she said. 

“It was interfering with 
his physical health. The 
battle was getting to him.” 

Port Hope is another 
community with built 
heritage that has attracted 
friends and colleagues, 
people who were as close 
to family as the Stokes 
had, so their 2003 move to 
a place where he could 
continue to contribute his 
expertise with Ann by his 
side was not a surprise, 
said Wallace. 

""They were utterly and 
completely devoted to 
each other. Ann was his 
helpmate.” 

He returned to NOTL 
often, though, and was 
teaching at Willowbank 
School of Restoration Arts 
up until last year. 

“Peter was the person 
most responsible for 
defining the role of the 
restoration architect in 
Canada," said Julian 
Smith, executive director 
of Willowbank and an 
architect internationally 
recognized for his contri¬ 
butions to the field of her¬ 
itage conservation. 

“To be a restoration 
architect you have to 
know about traditional 
design and traditional 


craftsmanship," which 
was what Stokes was pass¬ 
ing on to students at 
Willowbank, using the 
historic estate as an exam¬ 
ple, says Smith. 

“He also understood 
the technical details of 
how buildings like this 
one were constructed. He 


loved pre-confederation 
architecture, and NOTL 
was a rich environment 
for him, with lots of pre¬ 
confederation architec¬ 
ture. That’s one of the rea¬ 
sons why he settled here.”

Stokes was “sharp - 
minded right to the end,” 
and was able to share his 
knowledge with 

Willowbank students, 
said Smith. 

One of Stokes' books, 
Early Architecture of the 
Town and Township of 
Niagara, originally print¬ 
ed in 1967, was reprinted 
as a commemorative edi¬ 
tion by the Niagara 
Foundation in 2012, their 
War of 1812 bicentennial 
project. 

In an introduction to 
the edition, Smith wrote 
of the publication of the 
original as a “landmark 
event” for the Foundation 
in raising early awareness 
of the rich architectural 
legacy of NOTL. 

At the time of the first 
publication, Stokes, he 
said, "was in the process 
of becoming Canada’s 
first nationally-recog¬ 
nized restoration special- 


The book, Smith said, 
“became a treasured ref¬ 
erence document in the 
libraries of many conser¬ 
vation practitioners, 
including my own." 

Stokes was also asked 
to write an introduction 
to the 2012 publication, 
in which he described his 
initial reaction to the 
commemorative edition, 
combining the original 
glossary with coloured 
photographs in a modern 
interpretation, as 
“Needless to say, ... a 
rather dubious endeav- 

But the excellence of 
those photographs and 
the careful selection of 
subjects, he said, "has 
made it a highly success¬ 
ful enterprise"—high 
praise from Stokes. 

Rev. Bob Wright was 
one of many to attend a 
Niagara Foundation din¬ 
ner to honour Stokes at 
Navy Hall last November. 
The room was packed, he 
said, and Stokes, who had 


driven himself from Port 
Hope to attend—those 
who knew him will recall 
that Ann had in recent 
years driven him every¬ 
where he went—and "he 
was on top of the world," 
said Wright. 

“It was a difficult situa¬ 
tion for him, living on his 
own, but he had caregiv¬ 
ers, an elderly couple who 
were helping to look after 
him.” 

Stokes did a lot of work 
for the historic St. Mark’s 
Anglican Church back in 
the 1960s, and he and 
Ann were members. 

“He was incredibly 
bright and incredibly pas¬ 
sionate about architec¬ 
ture and about NOTL," 
said Wright. 

"He fought a lot of bat¬ 
tles, and he didn't win 
them all, but you certain¬ 
ly knew when he was in 
the room. It was because 
of him that so much of 
NOTL has been pre¬ 
served."

Lake Hospital Auxiliary is 
holding its third annual 
Shred-it event Saturday at 
the Meridian Credit 


Most household shred¬ 
ders handle only a few 
pages at a time, so this is 
an opportunity to dispose 
of boxes of papers profes¬ 
sionally and safely. 

It's also an important 
opportunity to learn 
about identity theft and 
how to protect yourself, 
says Doug Martin, assis¬ 
tant branch manager of 
the credit union. 

The event is an impor¬ 


tant educational tools, 
says Martin. 

Identity theft is some¬ 
thing you think can’t hap¬ 
pen to you, but it is a 
problem not just in major 
cities, but in smaller com¬ 
munities such as Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, he said. 

The people who 
attempt identity theft are 
good at what they do, and 
there is a lot of informa¬ 
tion available on comput¬ 
er that is fairly simple for 


experts to take control of. 

Recycling bins are the 
worst place to get rid of 
bills or papers that might 
have credit card informa¬ 
tion or social insurance 
numbers on them, he 
said.

The credit union not only locks 
all cabinets and drawers where 
papers are stored, it locks the 
Shred-it containers so that when 
documents are destroyed, they are 
kept private and secure until the 
Shred-it truck comes to pick them 
up. 

“Security is very much an issue 
with personal information.” 

You shouldn't get complacent, 
just because you live in a safe com¬ 
munity, he says. “You have to be 
diligent.” 

Sometimes it takes hearing about 
a friend or family member who has 
been a victim of identity theft for 
people to realize how easily it can 
happen, says Marilyn Hulbert of 
the NOTL Hospital Auxiliary, and 
an organizer of the fundraisers 

People who drop off documents 
for shredding often want to stay to 
watch and make sure their personal 
papers are safely destroyed, she 

And while a Shred-it truck 
parked in the credit union parking 


lot handles the shredding Saturday, 
credit union staff members, includ¬ 
ing Martin, will be on hand to talk 
about identity theft and safe dis¬ 
posal of private information. 

Documents for shredding can be 
transported in boxes or garbage 
bags. The charge will be by the 
banker-sized box, $5 per box and 
$12 for three. 

With two recent storms and 
flooded basements, Hulbert says 
she's had a question about shred¬ 
ding wet documents. 

Shred-it policy is not to take any¬ 
thing that could be a breeding 
ground for mold, she said, but will 
take anything else. 

Shred-it is providing the truck as 
part of its community program so 
that all proceeds can go to the hos¬ 
pital auxiliary, which is putting the 
funds toward physiotherapy equip¬ 
ment that will aid hospital patients 
and outpatients. 

The Shred-it truck will be parked 
in the back lot at the Meridian 
Credit Union at 1567 Niagara Stone 
Rd., Saturday, Aug. 24 from 10 a.m.

rience our unique cultural 
and historical offerings, 
from the Shaw Festival 


Theatre, Fort George and 
the shops on Queen St., to 
some of the finest winer¬ 
ies, restaurants, spas, and 
accommodations in the 
country. 

And while our success 
has become a source of 
great local pride, it also 
comes with its share of 
challenges, not the least of 
which is the traffic volume 
along Regional Road 55 - a 
major access route to Old 
Town through Virgil. 

The growing number of 
vehicles travelling this 
route - sometimes leading 
to bumper-to-bumper traf¬ 
fic on weekends - has cre¬ 


ated headaches for busi¬ 
ness owners and residents 
alike. 

Fortunately, some relief 
is on the way. In December 
2012, council passed a 
motion calling on the 
Niagara Region to include 
Regional Road 55 in a pilot 
project looking at more 
creative and holistic ways 
to combine streetscape, 
land use and various travel 

Earlier this year, the 
Region agreed to this 
request and funds were 
approved in the 2013 road 
capital budget to begin 
work on reconstructing the 


stretch from Four Mile 
Creek Road to East and 
West Line to three lanes. 

An environmental study 
has been launched and $2 
million has been allocated 
for construction to begin 
in 2015. 

The study’s consultants 
will take a look at a variety 
of safety and congestion 
issues that have plagued 
this stretch, and have been 
asked to consider all forms 
of travel, including pedes¬ 
trians, cyclists and transit 
use, in its recommenda- 

They will also look at 
the existing pavement 


widths between Line 1 and 
Line 2 to determine where 
1.5 metre reserve bicycle 
lanes are feasible. 

There is still much to be 
done along this corridor, 
but it is a start. 

I look forward to 
improvements that will 
help ease the flow of traf¬ 
fic, and more importantly, 
ensure the safety of our 
residents and visitors.

Could Town 
help with 
road work 
while Victoria 
St. residents 
wait for 
construction?
